“Mexicans can scarcely fail to re- 
call that the Empress Charlotte was 
the Empress of Mexico. How many 
of their friends will remember that 
the United States once massed 50,000 
soldiers on the border to protect the 
integrity of republican government 
in that country, or that we agreed 
to send the best officers in our army 
over the Rio Grande to take service 
under the liberal President, who (it is 
a queer coincidence) initiated the 
ecclesiastical which has 
brought so much trouble to President 
Calles? Juarez is the national hero of

As 
our Civil War drew to a close Secre- 
tary Seward’s notes deepened in their 
protest; Sheridan went to the border 
with 50,000 men, and it was arranged 
for Schofield to take a staff to Mexico 
to organize the desperate defense being 


put up by Juarez. Charlotte by her in- 
transigeance, and Maximilian, by his

1926. His name was Sternberg, and one evening he was finishing a painting 
of the Crucifixion of our Lord, which was to be an altar-piece tor a small 
chapel.

Sternberg took no interest in religious matters, but in view of the girl’s 
ng curiosity, he replied: “Well, we were all sinners, and I suppose we 
should have remained forever in purgatory if Jesus, the Virgin’s Son, had not 
mie! for us.” “Died for us! How do you mean?”

“Why, He took our sins, and died instead of us, and so God forgives us 
lis sake; but if Jesus did it all, I can’t understand the use of praying to 
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saints; they did not die for us. I should think it would be better to pray to 
Jesus Himself; but of course the priests must know—they have all the books.” 

“But I don’t understand, Seignor, how He could die instead of you; please 
tell me.” Sternberg felt embarrassed; but he suddenly remembered a con- 
versation he had enjoyed some weeks back with some traveling students. So 
now he quoted their words, little thinking of what he was saying: “God so 
loved the world that He gave His only begotten Son that whosoever |e- 
lieveth in Him should not perish but have everlasting life.”

“*Jesus Christ, the Founder of the 
Church,’ he said (Encyclical Ar- 
canum Divinae, February, 1880), 
‘willed her sacred power to be distinct 
from the civil power, and each power 
to be free and unshackled in its own 
sphere: with this condition, however 
—a condition good for both, and ad- 
vantageous to all men—that union 
and concord should be maintained 
between them; and that on those 
questions which are, though in dif- 
ferent ways, of common right and au- 
thority, the power [the State] to 
which secular matters have been en- 
trusted should happily and becom- 
ingly depend on the other power [the 
Roman Church], which has in its 
charge the interests of Heaven.’ 
“Also (Encyclical Sapientiae Chris- 
tianae, January, 1890) : “If the laws of 
the State are clearly variant from the 
Divine law, containing enactments 
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hurtful to the Church, or carrying in- 
junctions adverse to religious duties ; 
or if they violate Christ’s authority 
vested in the Supreme Pontiff, then 
it is a duty to resist: a crime to obey.’ 

“Again (Encyclical Libertas Praes- 
tantissimum, June, 1888): ‘Since the 
State must profess one religion, that 
one must be professed which alone 
is true’—i.e., the Roman Catholic— 
and the Pope describes as ‘ending in 
godlessness’ the ‘line of action’ which 
gives ‘equal rights and privileges’ to 
‘the various religions (as people style 
them.’) . ‘Although in the extra- 
ordinary conditions of these times the 
Church usually acquiesces in certain 
modern liberties, she does so not as 
approving them in themselves, but as 
thinking it expedient to allow them 
until better times permit her to exer- 
cise her own liberty.’

The best authorities on this sub- 
ject are the Popes themselves, and 
the most plain-spoken declaration, 
which is as much alive to-day as when 
it was promulgated, is the famous 
“two swords” paragraph in the Bull 
Unam Sanctam, of 
VIII, 1302.

One sword, 
moreover, ought to be under the 
other, and the temporal authority to 
be subjected to the spiritual (tempor- 
alem auctoritatem spirituali subjici 
potestati). For when the apostle 
says: “There is no power but of God, 
and the powers that are of God are 
ordained,’ they would not be ordained 
unless sword were under sword, and 
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the lesser one, as it were, were led by 
the other to great deeds.” 

In the Encyclical “Immortale Dei” 
(1885) Pope Leo XIII says: “And 
just as the end at which the Church 
aims is by far the noblest of ends, so 
is its authority the most exalted of all 
authority, nor can it be looked upon 
as inferior power, or in 
upon it.”

From 
thi. the following consequences log- 
ically flow: that the judgment of each 
one's conscience is independent of all 
law ; that the most unrestrained opin- 
ions may be openly expressed as to 
the practise or omission of divine 
worship; and that everyone has un- 
bounded license to think whatever he 
chooses, and to publish abroad what- 
ever he thinks.” 

\nd the high priests of Rome here 
declare that all the Roman Church 
desires in Mexico is religious liberty. 

(in p. 123 the Pope says that “lib- 
erty of thinking and of publishing 
whatsoever each one likes, without 
any hindrance”... “is the fountain- 
heal and origin of many evils.” . .. 

“From these pronouncements of 
the Popes it is evident (p. 126) that 
the origin of public power is to be 
sought for in God Himself, and not 
in the multitude, and that it is repug- 
nant to reason to allow free scope for 
sedition. Again, that it is not lawful 
for the State, any more than for the 
individual, either to disregard all re- 
ligious duties or to hold in equal favor 
different kinds of religion; that the 
unrestrained freedom of thinking and 
of openly making 


known one’s 


thoughts is not inherent in the rights 
of «'tizens, and is, by no means, to be 
reckoned worthy of favor and sup- 
port.” So that Pope Leo flatly opposes 
the First Amendment to our Consti- 
tution, which says: “Congress shall 
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make no law respecting an establish- 
ment of religion, or prohibiting the 
free exercise thereof; or abridging 
the freedom of speech or of the press.” 
But this does not prevent the Roman 
hierarchy here from continually de- 
claring themselves “loyal” support- 
ers of a Government that stands for 
principles directly condemned by 
Pope Leo XIII, a “modern” Pope 
who died as late as 1903. 

Furthermore, this Pope boldly tells 
all his “subjects” in this country that 
they must let him do all their think- 
ing for them: “If in the difficult 
times in which our lot is cast Catho- 
lics will give ear to Us, as it behooves 
them to do, they will readily see what 
are the duties of each one in matters 
of opinion as well as action (p. 129).” 
And then comes this astounding com- 
mand, clothed with all the power of 
an “infallible” ex cathedra pronounce- 
ment “touching faith and morals”: 

“As regards opinion, whatever the 
Roman Pontiffs have hitherto taught, 
or shall hereafter teach, must be held 
with a firm grasp of mind, and, so 
often as occasion requires, must be 
openly professed.” 

And, if we put a vassal of the Vati- 
can in the White House, on p. 132 we 
find his duty to the Church and the 
nation thus set forth: 


“First and foremost it is the duty 
of all Catholics worthy of the name 
and wishful to be known as most lov- 
ing children of the Church, to reject 
without swerving whatever is incon- 
sistent with so fair a title; to make 
use of popular institutions, so far as 
can honestly be done, for the advance- 
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ment of truth and righteousness; to 
strive that liberty of action shall not 
transgress the bounds marked out by 
nature and the law of God; to en- 
deavor to bring back all civil society 
to the pattern and form of Christi- 
anity which We have described.” 

In other words, the “first and fore- 
most duty” of any Roman Catholic 
President is to “make America Catho- 
lic’ and do his utmost to destroy 
form of and religious 
liberty, and bring the American peo- 
ple down to the level of the unfortu- 
nate victims of centuries of priest- 
craft whose ignorance and illiteracy 
have raised against them the barriers 
of our immigration laws.

A Manila dispatch to the New York 
“Sun,” December 21, 1926, said that 
Archbishop J. O’Doherty, of the Dio- 
cese of Manila, was ordered to-day by 
Judge R. Harvey, of the Court of 
First Instance to pay 173,000 pesos

The judge ordered the Archbishop 
to appoint Gonzales chaplain and pay 
him 1,000 pesos monthly pending final 
settlement of his case in court. 


Gonzales, 


By the will of Dona Patronila de 
Guzman, who died in March, 1818, a 
collective chaplaincy was founded in 
Manila, and several buildings were 
donated to the archbishopric for its 
maintenance. The Archbishop was 
made administrator, with the obliga- 
tion of appointing a relative of Dona 
Patronila as chaplain and of celebrat- 
ing sixty masses annually in all the 
churches of Manila for the soul of the 
testatrix and her relatives. These 
conditions were accepted by the 
Church in 1820. 


The last occupancy of the chap- 
laincy was the father of Gonzales, ap- 
pointed in 1901, but who resigned in 
1909. The chaplaincy has been vacant 
since that time.

4. That as the result of personal contact of any human soul with the 
divine power of Christ every man can live in the daily consciousness of 
the forgiveness of all past sin, of continual deliverance from the power of 
sin, of reconciliation with God, and a certainty that—the Blood of Christ 
having been accepted by God as atoning for all sin—the moment of death 
means the entrance upon the joys of Heaven. 


Dogmas of the Greek and Roman chirches are seldom assailed as 
such, either on platform or in press, except in so far as “something 
better” as to religious experience is offered. 


The secondary purpose of Christ’s Mission is to enlighten non- 
Catholics everywhere as to Vatican-inspired activities against civil 
and religious liberty in all countries. In dealing with this subject 
it carefully distinguishes between (1) the Roman Curia, (2) the 
hierarchy, and (3) the laity. As to none of these does it assail 
individuals, but it speaks out plainly as to the nature of the politico- 
religious system in which they form three separate and distinct entities 
It always assumes that individuals are performing their duty to God 
as they see it—even in efforts to put the yoke of spiritual, intellectual 
and political bondage upon persons and peoples not yet subject to 
the Vatican. In no case does it connect any considerable percentage 


of the laity in any way with the political schemes of either the Vatican 
or the hierarchy. 


It believes itself to be the only institution in the United States 
laboring on these two lines of work, and confidently appeals for help 
in money, prayers, and the exercise of personal influence in behalf of 
its workers and its literature.
